Just Passed Away. 

Many years ago W. W. Gorcoran, the 
Washington philanthropist, whose death was 
Tecently announced, said to a friend: 

“J mean to be selfish about my money, Tt 
shall be all for my own enjoyment during 
my lifetime, Ishall give and enjoy the hap- 
piness of those to whom I give, Lshall not 
leave much behind me.” 

“tow well he carried out the benevolent 
ideas outlined in these few words many grate- 
ful beneficiaries could tell, and the Louise 
home ani the Corcoran Art gallery are mon- 
uments of his broad liberality for all the 
world to see, 

But that this kindly old man never quite 
gatisfied his desire to give is shown by a re- 
mark he made some years later: 

“People tell me,” he said, “? am generous. 
Ihave tried to be, yet I never wake up in 
the night that some case which | might have 
relieved does not come to me, After all, the 
part of my foctune which I hove most en- 
joyed is what I have given away.”

Water Supply Against Fires. 


The people of Calgary are likely to 
have offers to put in waterworks from 
three different firms within a short time, 
namely, the Calgary waterworks com- 
pany, the company which Mr. W. T. 
Ramsay represents and the one Mr. J. L. 
Bowen has been corresponding with, the 
agent of which, Mr. Wolfstein is expect- 
ed here soon. Whether a contract will 
be entered into with any of these com- 
panies or not we have no idea, In the 
meantime something should be doue to 
secure a supply of water for the tanks 
more easily and cheaply than is now 
done. Jt has been proposed to puta 
huge curb into the spring on Dewdney 
street, and fill the tanks from tha 
which would be infinitely better than 
the present way of pumping from the 
Bow river, the distance and lift being 
such as to strain the engine more in one 
hour than ten hours pumping to a fire 
woud do. Mr. Grier, the town engr- 
neer, has proposed another plan, name- 
iy, of putting down a well close to @ cen- 
tral tank, and pumping the water with 
a wind pump into the central tank, from 
which all the others would be filled, if 
this well were put at the fire station, the 
engine need never leave the hall for 
filling tanks the cost would be tnfling 
Che well from which the water wagons 
are supplied will afford 30,000 gallons a 
day, Ifa well is put down 80 as to be 
as low as the river the supply of water 
will be unlimited.
